BioBob Meets a BioGod 


This past summer I received a wonderful letter from one of my past 
Advanced Placement Biology students, Gowan Tervo ‘98. When Gowan graduat- 
ed from Ridley he went on to do his undergraduate work at Oxford University, 
just down the road from Cambridge where Watson and Crick did their research 
in the Cavendish Labs. 

The letterhead from Gowan’s note was marked Cold Spring Harbor 
Laboratory. I was immediately elated to not only hear from him but to also see 
that he was continuing his studies at CSHL. The lab, founded in 1890 as a 
marine institute, consists of a small campus not unlike Ridley’s. CSHL is located 
on Long Island about 45 minutes by train from Manhattan. The research that 
occurs at Cold Spring Harbor is world class. “Some 300 scientists from around 
the world conduct groundbreaking research in cancer, neurobiology, plant 
genetics, and bioinformatics.” 

In addition to the many research labs on site, there is also the Watson 
School of Biological Sciences. Robert Horovitz, 2002 winner of the Nobel Prize 
for Physiology or Medicine states, “Cold Spring Harbor Laboratory is a magnet. 
Scientists are drawn to Cold Spring Harbor in certain fields because it’s such an 
incredible center for biomedicine. It attracts top people in a large number of 
biological fields for many reasons for education, for scientific exchange, as well 
as for scientists and the research.” 

Each year from approximately 3000 inquiries, 300 applications are 
received. The school accepts only six of the brightest highly motivated gradu- 
ates for the four-year PhD program. Gowan was one of those accepted upon his 
graduating from Oxford and is currently in his second year. He is studying in the 
field of neuroscience under the mentorship of Dr. Karel Svoboda. 

So naturally, when this wonderful news was received, there was no doubt 
that I must visit Gowan and tour firsthand this research mecca for biomedical 
scientists. During the summer break; I had been keeping in touch with two of 
our most recent graduates, Steve Schadinger and Dave Lingard, who also had 
just completed our AP Bio program. In that program, they had been working 
during the academic year with their colleagues on the sequencing of a gene 
recently discovered to be associated with drug addiction. When they heard 
about my plans to travel to New York to see Gowan and tour CSHL, they imme- 














diately asked to accompany me. In fact, the pleading, beg- 
ging, and groveling were too much to ignore. So on August 
21 the three of us set off for Cold Spring Harbor. 

The laboratory consists of a beautiful campus of man- 
icured grounds adorned with DNA/genetically related 
sculptured artwork, and Carolinian forests situated on a 
harbor, which looks out onto Long Island Sound, leading 
to the Atlantic Ocean. The institute consists of many small 
buildings of New England Colonial architecture. These 
small labs have witnessed some of the most profound 
genetic research by the world’s best scientists. CHSL 
boasts 65 Nobel recipients, 25 who made their discoveries 
at the labs and another 40 who at some time in their 
research life did their research at CSHL. No other research 
institute in the world can make this outstanding claim. As 
we walked the grounds with Gowan, the three of us were 
awe-inspired. Many of the researchers I speak about in my 
class seemed to take on a new and more relevant meaning 
for me. Names like Al Hershey and Martha Chase who 
demonstrated that DNA was the genetic material in 
phages, the virus that infects bacteria. Barbara McClintock, 
who did her research on corn discovering the phenome- 
non of jumping genes. Her research continues, by other 
notable scientists, today at the CSHL 
research fields just out of town. | | 

As Steve, Dave and I wandered : 
around, we came upon a room with a i 
large blackboard at one end. One would- 
n't think any more of this scene except for 
the fact that it was on this very black- 
board that Jim Watson drew his mind’s 
view of the DNA structure as he 
announced his discovery to the scientific 
world. What a moment to stand where 
scientific greatness had stood before. 

The Dolan DNA Center presented us 
with many further treats; the original 
DNA model that Watson and Crick 
designed out of retort stands and clamps and wires; the 
mitochondrial DNA base sequence that Watson discov- 
ered. Then we saw it! The list of the myriad of human 
genes that have been discovered and plotted on the vari- 
ous 24 chromosomes we possess. In addition, there before 
us were the genes we at Ridley had helped sequence! 

The time was now approaching 11:00 a.m. and our 
excitement was growing ever so intolerable. We were to 
meet with the President of Cold Spring Harbor 
Laboratories, Dr. James D. Watson. We entered his office 
and we immediately were greeted with a warm smile and a 
firm handshake. He excused himself for a moment and 
returned with a handful of books he authored. He 
inscribed them for Ridley’s library and in addition he 
inscribed a set of his latest book, “DNA-The Secret of Life’, 
which we will be giving out this year as our newest prize 
for Biology along with a photo of his signing the book for 
authenticity. 

We chatted about Ridley’s involvement with the 
Human Genome Project and he expressed his joy that high

school students were being exposed early in their educa- 
tion to this innovative research and the emanating ethical 
issues. This was an unprecedented moment indeed, three 
Ridleians talking with Jim Watson, Nobel laureate. We took 
some photos with him and of the Nobel Prize itself, which 
hangs proudly on his back wall behind his desk. He made 
some closing comments about meeting giants and realiz- 
ing that they sometimes can be less than expected and 
therefore disappointing. Although this can be a very true 
observation, I assured him that this was not one of those 
moments. We were most honoured to be in his inspiring 
presence. 

He has been at the helm of CSHL steering it in its 
quest to eradicate many of man’s dreaded diseases. We 
heard profound predictions while on our tour. The 
American Cancer Society has mandated CSHL to make 
cancer control a number one priority. They are predicting 
that within seven years cancer will be a controllable dis- 
ease in the same company as diabetes. Muscular dystro- 
phy will be curable through gene therapy and immense 
breakthroughs are occurring with Alzheimer’s. Within 10 
years, we will be carrying a health card, which will contain 
our entire genomic information. In the past pharmaceuti- 
cals could not be released to the pub- 
lic because 5% would show an ana- 
phylactic reaction. We haven't been 
able to identify those 5%, but our lat- 
est genetic information will be able to 
do this. Then the thousands of drugs, 
which have been blocked from 
human use, can be introduced into 
our health programs. 

So ends this tale of our trek to 
mecca to meet an inspiring scientist. 
Steve and Dave have gone on to con- 
tinue with their studies in biology 
perhaps carrying with them a little of 
Jim Watson's drive to discover the 
unknown. I, too, take to my teaching a new understanding 
of passion, dedication and commitment. 

The field of Biology was at a pivotal time in 1953. The 
double helix was the seed of revolution that is still ongo- 
ing. Although life is no longer mysterious, surprising dis- 
coveries continue. In some ways, research has not changed 
since the days when Jim Watson and Francis Crick proposed 
the structure that has become an icon for modern medical 
research. Today, new investigators in the formative stages of 
their careers still have many of the best ideas. 

I would like to express much appreciation for the 
Hamilton Chair’s funding this excursion; to Gowan Tervo 
for finding time in his very busy schedule to be the perfect 
host during our four day stay; and to Jim Watson for his 
inspiration and graciousness.

My term as President of Ridley College and 
Chairman of the Board of Governors is in 
its 34th month of what is a 48-month 
responsibility. The new term of office for 
this position is four years and is now writ- 
ten into the Board by-laws. 


The school is showing a smooth transition 
from the challenges of the 'Double Cohort' 
and is over 600 strong with 23 students in 
the new PG (Post Graduate) year. We are 
delighted with this enrollment and our 
fears of a strong decline following the dou- 
ble cohort proved false. Ridley remains a 
school of choice. 


This is Rupert Lane's final year as Head of 
School. He and Judy will be sorely missed 
after almost 10 strong years of strong leader- 
ship and dedication. A function to honour 
them will be held at the school Friday, May 
14, 2004. The Search Committee, chaired by 
George C. Hendrie '74, is able, well balanced 
(as to Ridley constituents) and dedicated to 
getting the job done successfully. 


Alumni Hall renovations and the purchase 
of 11 acres of land across from Ridley Road 
are complete. They make the school 
stronger but remain incomplete as to final 
funding. The funding for needed improve- 
ments to our athletic facilities is our next 
financial challenge. Efforts along this line 
are currently underway. 


The finances of the school are strong and 
the school property is magnificent (thanks 
to the great efforts of John Gittings, our 
Property Manager). The Marketing 
Committee has just completed a wonderful 
new school video. The video captures, bet- 
ter than ever, the strengths and the spirit of 
Ridley. I urge everyone to take the time to 
enjoy this production. 


The Board of Governors is getting the 
injection of eight new members experienc- 
ing their first Ridley Board meeting in early 
December. The addition of these eight 
(four male and four female) will bring the 
Board count to forty-five which is scary to 
some but highly effective at Ridley. Every 
Board member is active on at least one 
standing committee and thorough Board 
orientation to acquaint members of their 
duties and obligations is of the highest 
importance. The Board remains committed 
to our capital challenges, both property 
and scholarship/bursary. 


The student body is strong, well-rounded 

and boasts strong leadership. Academics 

continue to be the highest priority at Ridley 

in conjunction with an admirable extra- 

curricular program yet despite the hectic 

pace of life the students demonstrate an 

attitude of fun and close friendship with © 
each other.

2002-2003 Foundation 


The 33rd Annual Meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the Ridley College Foundation 
was held on Wednesday, November 13, 
2002 at the Toronto Club. 


The Headmaster, Rupert D. Lane, attended 
and gave a report on the school. 


The Nominating Committee recommended 
the resignations of Frederick N.C. Jerauld 
and G. Scott Paterson as Trustees and G. 
Scott Paterson from the Investment 
Committee. 


The Committee also recommended: 
¢ that W. Darcy McKeough be elected 
Chairman for a three year term beginning 


November 13, 2002; 


¢ that Harry J. Daniel be elected Vice- 
Chairman and that Bruce H. Mitchell be 


elected Secretary-Treasurer, both for a one- 
year term beginning November 13, 2002. 


The report of the Nominating Committee 
was approved. 


The Trustees approved a Grant of 5.25% of 
the average quarterly market value of the 
Portfolio for the year ended December 31, 
2002, to be paid April 1, 2003, a reduction 


from 5.50% in conjunction with the plan of 


reducing the grant rate to 5%. 


The Trustees also approved a special grant 
of $100,000 for 2003-2004, the same as the 
previous year, said grant to be reduced by

The Board of Directors of the Ridley 
College Scholarship Fund, Inc. at its 
annual meeting in Buffalo, New York on 2 
October 2003, granted $160,000 in U.S. 
funds for the 2003-2004 academic year to 
provide financial assistance for students. 


The Directors also allocated $160,000 
U.S. to be applied to bursary purposes

These monies were provided by invest- 
ment income and by contributions from 
residents of the U.S. 


Our portfolio is managed by Clover 
Capital of Pittsford, New York Clover is a 
value-oriented firm, and that has served 
us well over the past several years. 
During the past three and five year peri- 
ods ending 30 August, our compound 
annual return was 8.8% and 9.3% respec- 
tively. That compares very favorably with 
the S & P 500 of -11.5% and 2.4% respec- 
tively.
